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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . The proposed formal drawing filed Sept. 20, 2004 is acceptable. 

2. Upon further consideration, prosecution on the merits is reopened in view of the 



teachings^Fig. 13 of Usui et al. (6,374,958), previously made of record. 
3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 



4. Claims 7-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Usui et al 
(6,374,958). 

In Fig. 13 of Usui et al, resilient member 89 (considered readable on the "resilient 
member" of instant claim 7, penultimate line) is provided between the rotating member 
80A (see column 12, lines 25-33 wherein 80A is splinted to rotor 62) and an element the 
vicinity of 88, 94 (the element readable as the "limiter" of instant claim 7, the last line). 
Even though the patent to Usui et al uses language somewhat differently than in the 
above applied rejection, Usui et al is broadly readable on the instant claims.
